He claims that when he returned 
home from Roff Sunday afternoon 
his wife informed him that her 
father wished to see him. 
Upon 
his arrival at the old man’s house 
near by, the latter suddenly at 
tacked him murderously with a 
knife. 
In self defense, Hendrix 
says, he had to open fire with his 
gun, the second shot of which 
took effect in the old man’s head 
causing instant death.

tive is assigned for such an attack 
by the deceased; nor is any pre** 
vious ill feeling between the two 
men reported.

Ordinance No. 106. 
An ordinance creating the office 
o f scavenger for the City of 
Ada, Indian Territory, and de­ 
fining his duties. 
Section I. 
Be it ordained by 
the city council of the City of 
Ada, that the office of Scivenger 
is hereby created who shall \ e 
elected by the city council on the 
first regular meeting after the 
general election in etch year, and 


every year thereafter, who shall 
hold his office for a term of one 
year, or until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 
Sec. 2. 
That the City Sc*ven- 
ger may be removed at any time 
by a majority vote of the city 
council. 
Sec. 3. 
That it shall be the 
duty of the City Scavenger to re­ 
move from the city limits of the 
city all garbage and carcasses of 


any public or private premises 
within said city. 
>ec- 4 
That it shall be the 
duty ut any owner or occupant of 
any hotel, restaurant, boarding 
house, butcher shop or other 
public place 
where refuse oi 
filth are liable to accumulate, to 
deposit all tilth, slop, refuse offal, 
refuse 
vegetable, 
or 
animal 
matter, that may accumulate up 
on or by product of such premie 
es, in metallic barrels with metalic 
covers and side handles, common­ 
ly known as garbage barrels,and 
shall cause the same to be re­ 
moved to such place as may be 
provided or designated by the 
city council as often as every 
Monday and Thursday, and of 
tener when required to do so by 
the board of health. 
Sec. 5. 
That the city scaven­ 
ger shall dump all garbage, and 
offal and refuse of every charac­ 
ter and description at some place 
beyond the city limits, to he des­ 
ignated by the city council. 
Sec. 6. 
That it *hail be unlaw 
fui for the city scavenger or any 
other person to convey, remove 
or carry any swill or s.cp, or the 
contents 
of any cess pool, 
or 
privy vault or any decomposed 
vegetable or animal matter of 
whatever nature, or carry along 
or over any street, avenue or al- 
ley or other public ground except 
between the hours of IO o'clock 
p. rn. and five '/clock a. rn. 
Pro­ 
vided that nothing in this section 
herein contained 
shall be con­ 
strued to regulate the carrying 
of dead animals within the city 
limit> to be u>ed for food. 
Sec. 7. 
That it shall be the 
duty of all persons to remove or 
cause to he removed, by the city 
scavenger, the carcasses of ail 
dead animals or fowls, to the city 
dumping ground, owned by them 
or found upon their premises, 
within twenty four hours from 
the death of such animal or fowl. 
Sec. 8. 
That the contents of all 
privies shall be removed by the 
scavenger in 
an 
odorless, 
air 
tight tank, and said tank shall he 
tirst examined and inspected by 
the board of public health before 
being used by the scavenger, and 
if said tank shall be approved by 
the board of health, the said

often as once each month, and 
oftener when requested by the 
occupant of the premises, where 
a privy is located, or when direct 
ed by the board of health; and 
all privies used in connection 
with hotels, restaurants and pub 
lie buildings, or business build­ 
ings, shall be cleaned at least 
once in each week. 
It shall be 
unlawful for any person or. per­ 
sons to allow his privy to be 
u-ed and not cleaned as herein 
provided. 
Sec. IO. 
It shall be nnlawful 
for any person to sweep, throw or 
burn trash, waste paper or refuse 
upon any street or alley of this 
city, or any public lot therein, 
except the lot nearest his business 
house and then the same shall be 
burned in wire cages. 
Sec ll. 
It shall be unlawful 
for any person to allow any filth 
or refuse matter to accumulate 
upon the premises occupied by 
him, or under his control. 
Sec 12. 
It shall be required 
of the city scavenger to furnish at 
his own expense, lime, to be used 
and deposited by him in quanti 
ties of one quart in all private 
privies and in quantities of one 
half gallon in all privies of hotels, 
restaurant*, public or business 
buildings, as is provided in Sec. 
9, at the time the same is cleaned. 
It shall be the further duty of the 
said scavenger to clean all alleys 
in the city of Ada, as often a* 
ordered by the 
mayor or city 
council. 
Sec. 13. 
That 
in no event 
shall the city be liable for fees for 
removing any article herein men 
tioned, or performing any duty 
herein mentioned by the scaven­ 
ger, except cleaning of privies at 
public school houses which shall 
be paid by the school board. 
Sec. 14. 
That in the event any 
person shall refuse or fail to pay 
the fees for the cleaning of the 
privies as provided herein, or 
shall refuse to pay the fees for 
removing any article or substance 
which it is made unlawful to re­ 
main in said city and is made the 
duty of the scavenger to remove 
by this ordinance, he shall be 
deemed to have refused to clean 
or remove the same, and upon 
comnlaint before the mayor, and 
upon trial he shall be found guil­ 
ty of violating this ordinance, it 
shall be the duty of the mayor to 
tax as cost in said case all fee 
that may be due the city scaven­ 
ger.

ing heroine. 
Silo w as w hat is fam iliarly known 
its a Georgia 
( racker,” a poor, though 
intelligent white, who lived am ong the 
sa n d hills or in th e isolated districts 
o f the State. 
H e r capture of the ten Tories while 
th ey w ere devouring the viands she 
b a d been compelled to prepare for 
them is recognized as an historical 
fact. 
D uring A ndrew Jackson's Presidency 
representatives from Georgia, desiring 
to bring th a t State to the notice of 
Hie President, decided to present a 
pain tin g for one of the niches in the 
rotunda of the United States Capitol 
building. 
At length it was completed— 
a portrait of Nancy H art, bareheaded, 
barefooted, her skirts to lier knees.' 
crossing a shallow stream driving ten 
T ories before her at point of one of 
th e ir own guns. 
The President, who 
w a s redheaded an d cam e of hardy 
pioneer stock himself, is said to have 
been very much pleased w ith the pic­ 
ture. and it is to be hoped th a t Georgia 
profited by the diplomacy of her repre­ 
sentatives. 
T h e idea th a t Nancy H a rt followed 
lier husband to Florida and died there 
is erroneous. 
A fter the fierce d istu rb ­ 
ances of the Revolution had gone down 
as history she buckled up her yoke of 
oxen and witli her children and gran d ­ 
children em igrated to South Carolina. 
At one of the stops on tile route hoi 
son-in-law becam e engaged in a d ru n k ­ 
en braw l and w as taken in custody 
by an ollicer. 
Ever quick to m eet an 
em ergency. Nancy w ent to tile rescue. 
B estow ing a few pugilistic bum ps on 
th e detainer of lier son-in-law. she 
seized the latter and lifted him bodily 
into the bed of the w agon and drove 
o u t of town. 
' Nancy H a rt located near Edgefield, 
a small town not far from the Georgia 
line. H er fam e preceded her there, and 
sh e w as welcomed and respected by 
b e r 
neighbors. 
My 
g ran d fath er's 
g ra n d fa th e r lived in Edgefield and w as 
one of the early B aptist preachers. 
T h e Scoteli-Irish w ere alm ost univer­ 
sally Presbyterian, b u t once agitated 
th e re w as soon a large sprinkling of 
B ap tists and M ethodists throughout 
tile South. 
The m inisters w ere for the 
m ost p a rt itinerant, and revivals that 
rivalled Moody's and Jones' in enthu­ 
siasm w ere held under huge open ta b ­ 
ernacles, and men rode on horseback a 
hu n d red miles to be in attendance. 
T radition says th at Nancy H a rt w as 
converted a t one of these meetings. 
It 
w ould be reasonable to suppose th a t 
tim e and hardships would have touched 
th e red hair w ith gray and curbed the 
old dauntless spirit; but she w as as 
strenuous in religion 
as 
in politics. 
T h ere are m ystical stories in m y mind 
of a g au n t old w om an em bracing my 
dignified ancestor and disarranging his 
stock an d dragging sluggard sinners 
by their queues and coat tails to the 
penance seat, but these a re traditions 
repeated from generation to generation, 
an d I would not vouch for their au ­ 
thenticity. 
H ow ever, I have alw ays understood 
th a t Nancy H a rt lived to a good old 
age. died and w as buried in the old 
Edgefield district, now Edgefield Coun­ 
ty, S. C.—Richmond News-Leader, 


and fell off into tm 
. of a Ii pa v t 
sea. An effort to relieve lier by cutting 
av ay the landyards of the main rigging 
failed. 
The m ainm ast held. 
W ithin an hour a f te r the spout had 
hit the I lark th e alert skipper and his 
men had patched up some of her can­ 
vas. rescued from tho w reckage han g ­ 
ing over the side. 
They bent on a 
foresail, tw o jibs and tw o other fore 
and a ft sail, and got the bark on her 
course again, the w ind continuing fa­ 
vorable.

clothes (the architect had no nose for 
political mice). 
I have been enter­ 
tained by ladies who did their own 
w ork w ithout 
suggesting 
the bine 
stocking or the new woman. 
These 
com m unities w ere often centres of cul­ 
ture and education: each shared his 
beat w ith his fellows; and all seemed 
united in the bond of m utual improve­ 
ment.

elected bv the city council on the 
first regular meeting after the

elected and qualified. 


Sec. 2. That the City Scaven- 


ger may be removed at any time 
by a majority vote of the city 
council.

b«yOnd the city limits,, to be 
ignated by the city council. 


Sec. 6. That it shall be unlaw 


f ul for the city scavenger or any 
other person to conve.v, remove 
or carry any swill or slop, or the 
contents of any cess pool, or 
privy vault or any decomposed 
vegetable or animal matter of 
whatever nature, or carry along 
or over any street, avenue or al- 
ley or other public ground except

The woman's club for a long time 


past has been a settled institution and 
the jests which used to be made about 
such places fifteen or twenty years ago 
seem almost antediluvian when re- 
called. Now that the Bishop of Lon- 
dbn has made a speech in their favor 
at a luncheon given to him by one of 
the newest and most popular of the 
women's clubs, we may take them as a 
settled part of the constitution. 


Nor could it very well be otherwise; 


so many London women are engaged 
in the same work as men, in medicine, 
art, literature and business, that they 
require much the same kind of con- 
veniences that men do. If they had 
no clubs they would be obliged to take 
their food ahd spend much of their 
time in restaurants and other places 
of a similar nature. 


During the years in which they have 


been in existence these clubs have 
vastly improved. Now there is little 
to distinguish them from similar re- 
sorts of men. They have their public 
and priyate rooms, reading and even 
smoking rooms. Their cookery is at 
least 'adequate, and a male visitor 
feels just as much at home within 
their walls as he would do in his own 
club. Ingram is quite right to recog- 
nize facts as they are, and to acknowl- 
edge that the woman's club has an 
important part to play in the social 
life of the present—Country Life.

REVOLUTIONARY HEROINE. 


ANCY HART, the famous 
Georgia character of Revo- 
lutionary days, is by uo 
means mythical, but was 
n vcvy real personage. Not- 
withstanding her gigantic 


frame, red l-air, freckles and crossed 
eyes, her memory is kept greener 
nmong the people of her native State 
tlmn that of many a more prepossess- 
ing heroine. 


She was what is familiarly ^known 


tiS n Georgia "Cracker," a poor, though 
intelligent -white, who lived among the 
«nnd hills or in the Isolated districts 
of the State. 


Her capture of the ten Tories while 


they were devouring the viands she 
l»ad been compelled to prepare for 
them is recognized as an historical 
fact. 


During Andrew Jackson's Presidency 


Tepreseutalives from Georgia, desiring 
to bring that State to the notice of 
the President, decided to present a 
painting for one of the niches in the 
rotunda of the United States Capitol 
building. At length it was completed— 
n portrait of Nancy Hart, bareheaded, 
barefooted, her skirts to her kneea. 
crossing a shallow stream driving ten 
Tories before her at point of oue of 
their own guns. The President, who 
•was redheaded and came of hardy 
pioneer stock hluiseif, is said to have 
been very much pleased with the pic- 
ture, and It is to be hoped that Georgia 
profited by the diplomacy of her repre- 
sentatives. 


The idea that Nancy Hart followed 


lier husband to Florida and died there 
is erroneous. After the fierce disturb- 
ances of the Revolution had gone down 
as history she buckled up her yoke of 
oxen anil with her children and grand- 
children emigrated to South Carolina. 


At cue of the stops on the route her 


son-in-law became engaged in a drnnk- 


and fell off into ttiv . ».vj of a heavy 
sea. An effort to relieve her by cutting 
n\vny the landyards of the main rigging 
failed. The mainmast held.

The ministers were for the 
most part itinerant, nnd revivals that 
rivalled Moodj's and Jones' in enthn- 
siasui were held under huge open tnb- 
ernncles, and men rode on horseback a 
hundred miles to be in attendance. 


Tradition says that Nanr-y Hart was 


comevted at one of these meetings. It 
would be reasonable to suppose that 
time and hardships would have touched 
the red liair with gray and embed the 
old dauntless spirit; but she -was as 
strenuous in religion as in politics. 
There are mystical stories tn my mind 
of n gaunt old woman embracing my 
dignified ancestor and disarranging his 
stock and dragging sluggard sinners 
by their queues and coat tails to the 
penance seat, but these are traditions 
repeated from generation to generation, 
and I would not vouch for their au- 
thenticity. 


However, I have always understood 


that Nancy Hart lived to n good old 
nge, died and was buried in the old 
Edgefleld district, now Edgefteld Coun- 
ty, S. C.— Richmond News-Leader.

The very mention of brown Betty

The following recipe 
is one of the best of its kind: Spread 
the bottom of an earthen pudding dish 
with a laj er of quartered apples dotted 
with bits of butter and seasoned with 
nutmeg. Then cover with a layer of 
bread crumbs soaked in milk. Do not 
have too much milk, ns the tartness 
of the apples and the sweetness of the 
milk do not combine well, but the 
crumbs should be thoroughly moistened 
to prevent their becoming too dry in 
baking. Bread freshly grated from a 
stale loaf is excellent for this pur- 
pose.

The woman's club for a long time 


past has been a settled Institution and 
the jests which used to be made about 
such places fifteen or twenty years ago 
seein almost antediluvian when re- 
called. Now that the Bishop of Lon- 
d&n has made a speech in their favor 
at a luncheon given to him by one of 
the newest and most popular of the 
women's clubs, we may take them as a 
settled part of the constitution.

so many London women are engaged 
in the same work as men, in medicine, 
art, literature and business, that they 
require much the same kind of con- 
veniences that men do. If they had 
no clubs they would be obliged to take 
their food and spend much of their 
time in restaurants and other places 
of a similar nature. 


During the years in which they have 


been in existence these clubs ha\e 
•\astly improved. Now there is little 
to distinguish them from similar re- 
sorts of men. They have their public 
and private rooms, reading and even

stocking or the new woman. These 
communities were often centres of cul- 


and education; each shared his 


best with his fellows; and all seemed 
united in the bond of mutual improve- 
ment. 


"An Englishman once gave me his 


opinion that town life was the most 
satisfactory mode of living in America. 
'There is too much hurry nnd worry in 
your cities,' he said, 'too much hard 
work and too great isolation on your 
fai-rns. Only the very rich among you 
can really enjoy either city life or coun- 
try life.
